WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(By .the 
Associated Press.) Secretary Carlisle 
today issued the Yollowing circular, in- 
viting proposals for 5-per cent bonds: 
“By virtue of the authority con- 
tained in the act entitled ‘An Act to 
Provide for the Resumption of Specie 
Payments,’ approved January 14, 1875, 
the Secretary of the Treasury hereby 
offers for public subscription an issue 
of bonds .of thé United States to the 
amount of $50,000,000 in either regis- 
tered or coupon form, in denominations 
of $50 and upwards, redeemable in 
coin at the pleasure of the government 
after ten years from the date of issue, 
and bearing interest, payable quar- 
terly in coin, at the rate of 5-per cent.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.) SENATE. — Civil 
service law and the way it is admin- 
istered was discussed in the Senate 
today. _‘Senater—Perry—took exception 
to the policy of allowing fourth-class 
postmasters to remain in office in order 
to carry out the spirit of the law. 

Senator Gallinger critized. the 
and said it ought to be repealed. 

Senator Hoar defended the law, and 
Senator Cockrell said good law is car- 
ried out according to the intent and 
purposes, 

The Federal Elections Bill consumed 
a couple of hours. Senator Chandler 
tried to secure an-amendment recogniz- 
ing the right of Federal ‘supervision 
over elections so far as to permit every 
candidate for Congress the privilege of 
appointing a watcher in each precinct 
to guard their interests in registration, 
but a vote was not reached. 

Senator Gray tried to get Republicans 
to name a day when final action Will 
be taken on the bill, but’ his request 
was evaded, and Senator I°ry> said he 
wanted to hear the other side dis- 
cussed. 

At 5:15 o'clock, the Senate adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

HOUSE.—The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee suffered its first defeat today, 
when, by a vote of 112, the committee 
of the whole rejected Mr. Wilson's 
amendment fixing the date on which 
free wool will go into effect-at August 
}, 1894, and adopted the substitute of 
Representative Johnson of Ohio, a free- 
trader and single-taxer, making it go 
into effect immediately on the passage 
of the bill. Many Republicans voted 
with the radical Democrats fer a sub- 
stitute. 

It was Mr. Wilson’s intention, had 
his amendment prevailed, to have of- 
fered an amendment, making the 
woolen schedule go into effect on De- 
cember 1, 1894, but when the commiiiece 
overruled him, he decided to let the 
latter schedule stand and go into effect 
with the rest of the bill. in June. 1894.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Liecutenant-Commander 
Swineburne, of the Bostoh, was the 
only witness before the Senate sub-com- 
mittee investigating the Hawaiian ques- 
tion today. He is the officer who had 
active command of the American troops 
on shore in Honolulu at the time of the 
revolution, and his testimony is con- 
sidered important, as it bears upon 
some points which have been in dis- 
pute, and to which much importance is 
attached. 

He was questioned concerning the 
time of landing and the location of the 
troops in Arion Hali, and the time of 
the surrender of the station-house. He 
was reminded of the charge made by 
Blount and the friends of the Queen 
that of all places Arion Ilall was the 
one best calculated to serve the pur- 
poses of the provisional government, 
being located just across a narrow 
street from the government ‘building, 
where they would prove a menace to 
the Queen's forces. It is understood 
that Swineburne admitted a more for- 
tunate selection could have been made, 
and said that he had, previous to the 
handing, advised that some other place 
be chosen, 

In the main, however, his testimony 
corroborated the statements of Minister 
Stevens and the officers of the provi- 
sional government. tle contended 
there had not been any conspiracy in- 
volving the naval forces.

AN UGLY GASH. 


John Foley Cuts J. H. Calhoun 
With a Razor. 


The Affair Supposed to Be the Outgrowth of 
an Old Grudge Existing Between the 
Two Men—Foley is Lodged 
Behind the Bars, 


J. H. Cathoun had his head cut nearly 
half off by a razor in the hands of John 
Foley hast night, and now lies in the 
Receiving Hospital in a precarious con- 
dition, with the chances in favor of 
death in the majority. An old grudge 
had existed between the two men for 
some time past, and the fight was re- 
sorted to evidently as a means of set- 
tling the score. About 10:30 o'clock 
Cathoun and Foley, with a crowd of 
friends, went into the Vendome saloon 
at the corner of Vine and First streets. 
There the two principals began to quar- 
rel, Foley firing a mustard —bottle at 
Cauhoun’s head. The proprietor of the 
place hustled the two out as rapidly 
as possible, and told them to go some- 
where “else if they wanted to fight. 
They did go on up Vine street, and 
when about half way to Jackson came 
to blows. Foley finally drew a razor 
and made a reach at Calhoun’s face. 
The razor sank deep in the latter’s 
neck on the left side, cutting a gash 
which looked as if it might have been 
made with an ax. As soon as the deed 
was done, Foley and his friends ran 
away, and Calhoun sought help at the 
Vendome saloon. There was no tele- 
phone at the latter place, and the in- 
jured man was obliged to walk nearly 
to Main street with the blood gushing 
from the wound before the patrol 
wagon could be summoned. Dr. Bryant 
spent over an hour in sewing up the 
ugly cut and making Calhoun as com- 
fortable as could be expected under the 
unfavorable circumstances. Foley was 
brought in by Officers Hentsley and 
McGraw about an hour later, and 
lockef up securely in a dark cell by 
himself. Charlies Bou, one of his 
friends, was also detained to await an 
investigation into the true facts of the 
affair. 

Calhoun was recently discharged from 
the County Jail, after serving sentence 
for participation in a similar scrape, an

A BIG DEAL CLOSED. 


Whittier-Fuller [latter Finally 


The Senior Partner Paid $250,000 to Retire— 
The Largest Bonus on Record-— 
The Formal Disso- 
lution. 


The San Francisco Examiner of Tues- 
day says: 

“W. F. Whittier, of the firm of Whit- 
tier, Fuller & Co., has retired from 
business in consideration of the sum of 
$250,000, paid by his former partner. 

“This bonus is said to be the largest 
ever paid to any individual in the his- 
tory of commercial traneactions in the 
United State’. Under the terms of the 
agreement, Mr. Whittier has promised 
not to engage in business again for a 
term of five years to come. Attorney 
R. H. Lloyd drew up the terms of the 
contract, acting for Mr. Whittier. 

“Thirty-seven years ago the present 
firm of paint and oil . dealers was 
founded with a capital of $1000 by the 
man who retired yesterday. 

“In June of 1854 Whittier arrived in 
this city and entered the paint and oil 
house of Sawyer, Johnson & Co., then 
the leading firm of the kind on the 
Coast. He stayed with them three 
years. 

‘“*In 1857 the firm became merged into 
a new one under the title of Cameron, 
Whittier & Co. Soon after the forma- 
tion of thts partnership Cameron died 
by drowning in the Sacramento River, 
and the junior partner took charge of 
the business, continuing it until 186s, 
when W. P. Fuller bought out an in- 
terest and became a member of the 
firm of Whittier, Fuller & Co., under 
whose name the firm is still known, 
though Mr. Fuller died four years ago. 
In 1883 Frederick N. Woods associated 
hims®@if with the firm, and though the 
copartnership expired by limitation on 
the 3lst of December last, the formal 
dissolution was put off until last Satur- 
day. The Whittier-Fuller Company did 
the largest paint and oil business in the 
United States. 

“Part of their enterprise was mani- 
fested in the founding of the Pioneer 
White Lead Works, the only successful 
enterprise of the sort ever operated on 
this Coast. To their efforts is also due 
the establishment of the Pacific Rubber 
Paint Works, the Pioneer Color Works, 
the manufacture of French plate mir- 
rors and the Pioneer Oil Works. Be- 
sides his share of these, Mr. Whittier 
has large real estate interests in San 
Francisco and in the southern portion 
of the State.”’

Many Visitors Attend to Swell the Receipts 
of the Association and Admire the 


Aristocratic Fowls—California 
vs. Eastern Birds. 


The passageways between the long 
lines of coops in Music Hall. were 
crowded throughout the afternoon yes- 
terday by admirers of the high-bred 
fowls on exhibition at the poultry 
show, and not a few went away the 
lighter in pocket, but satisfied with the 
possession of a “chicken’’ with a pedi- 
gree. Quite a number of sales were 
made a good price, but none of the 
birds were taken away as the idea of 
sale is not one of the prime objects 
of the show, and the fowls sold must 
remain in their pens during the re- 
maining days of the exhibition just the 
same as if they had not changed 
ownership. 

Yesterday morning the queer-looking 
Central American bird and the freak 
rooster with a third leg were given a 
more prominent place near the main 
doorway next the sidewalk,- where they 
attracted quite a crowd of passers-by 
by ‘their singular appearance. All of 
the other fowls were kept inside, and 
they seemed entirely satisfied with the 
attention paid them by the steady 
stream of visitors passing in and out 
of the building. 

Upon the stage the incubators were 
hatching out chicks by the dozens of 
all sorts and conditions, as the judges 
went the rounds investigating carefully 
the merits of the different machines. 
The incubator exhibit has been made 
a special feature of the show this 
year, the apparatus being all of the 
latest improved kind. Secretary Sted- 
man wrote to all of the different manu- 
facturers some months ago and pro- 
posed to them that they send on a 
sample incubator, or brooder, which 
should become the property of the 
association, to be exhibited by the 
latter free of expense to the makers. 
This was agreed to, and as a result 
seven incubators were sent out, five 
being on the hot water plan and two 
on the hot air. Of the first variety 
there were the “‘Queen City’’ of Wash- 
ington, the “Jubilee’’ of Orange, the 
“Invincible” of Columbus’ and the 
“Plymouth” of Masachusetts. Of the 
hot air there were the ‘Prairie State,” 
of Pennsylvania and the “Santa Ana’”’ 
of Santa Ana. 

The hot air brooders were four in 
number, the “‘Sanmenig,”’ “Victor,” 
“Apollo” and ‘Jubilee.”’ 

Prizes of $10, $5 and diploma were 
provided for incubators, both hot water 
and hot air, and $5, $2.50 and diploma 
for brooders on first, second and third 
awards. For the incubator hatching 
the largest number of fertile eggs a 
special $10 prize was arranged for. 
The points considered in the scoring 
of the incubators number 100, appor- 
tioned as follows: Simplicity of con- 
struction, 20; application and regula- 
tion of heat, 45; application and con- 
trol of moisture, 10; ventilation and 
control of moisture, 10; ease of opera- 
tion, 15. 

Frank Stedman was placed in charge 
of the incubators, and for several 
weeks preceeding the show he has had 
the hatchers in operation, getting them 
all in thorough working order. The 
judges appointed to pass upon the 
mrerits of these exhibits, 
Wersching, Alfred Workman, R. A. 
Barnes, Henry Dockweiler and H. W. 
Hines.
